, Hesaid that where and how she was 
found might indicate violence but 
there is no proof of that He said the 
body was so decomposed it was 
impossible to take fingerprints or 
determine the cause of death. 

Adelson said X-ray and other exam¬ 
inations of the skeleton disclosed the 
woman was 26 to 28 years old, 5 foot 
5 and slender. Modi of ho 1 straight 
brown hair had been died in the stair¬ 
well: 

. She had been there since May or 
eariy June, Adelson said. 

Jrs. James Simmelink and Eliza¬ 
beth Robinson of the dentistry school 
at Case Western Reserve University 
hound the woman had some missing 
teem — one her upper right eyetooth 
— and several silver fillings. Too 
much fluoride might have caused gray 
mid white mottling of Hie enamel on 
her teeth, they said. 

Armed with this information, Adel¬ 
son made inquiries about missing per¬ 
sons and sent out press releases with 
the! woman’s description to try to 
obtain an identification. The response 
was disappointing, be said. 

In August, the body was taken to Dr. 
C. Owen Lovejoy, professor of anthro¬ 
pology at KSU. 

Adelson asked Lovejoy to use the 
sfeillas a guide for reconstructing the 
woman’s face

Lovejoy, assisted by sculptor Bar¬ 
bara Brown, began the reconstruction 
using waxy clay. 

As they worked, they determined 
that her cheekbones, nasal openings, 
the position of her eye sockets and hW 
head shape indicated some of her 
ancestry had been eastern European.
